THE BUSY AIRPLANE. 


investors out to look over the mines by pro­ 


viding an airplane for the twenty-mile trip. 
In Yuma county it is said that an airplane 
is being used for examining land boug ht or 
leased from the state. 
A plane with a carrying capacity one ton 
is to be used to haul asbestos from mines lo­ 
cated far back in a rug g ed mountain region. 
The expense of wag on hauling , which neces­ 
sitates good wag on roads, is very heavy, and 
the road-buil ling is very 
difficult.
